v ailed, and all bids filed u p to the 
tim e o f the m eeting o f the co u ncil, to 
co nsider them, were adm itted, which 
ru ling adm itted Mr. C aldw ell’s bid.

u p to the do o r, and is being pu lled 
by means o f wrenches o perated by fiv e 
o r six men. 
A ro pe abo u t 
2% inches 
thick is being u sed in the wo rk to ­ 
gether w ith sev eral gigantic pu lley s. 
C. N. Do bbs, o f the N o rthern E n ­ 
gineering wo rks, o f D etro it, is here 
su perintending the wo rk. 
Mr. Do bbs ex pects to hav e the po si­ 
tio n by m am m o th piece o f m achinery 
in po sitio n by S atu rday night.

CARRIED A GUN. 


Last night Po licem an Weav er who , 
in 
co mpany 
w ith W att Dey , was 
w alking alo ng the Big 
F o u r track 
near the pu m ping statio n, ju st so u th 
o f the depo t, narro w ly escaped being 
sho t by a bu llet fro m the rev o lv er in 
the hands o f F ran k Hay es. 
Hay es, in co mpany w ith three o r 
fo u r o ther fello ws were o n th eir way 
to v iew the Big F o u r wreck, so u th o f 
the city , and were w alking directly 
behind Officer Weav er and Dey . 
The 
y o u ng m an wo rks at F red 
Co o ks’ 
m achine sho p, and had in his po sses­ 
sio n a rev o lv er which he was try in g 
to lo ad. 
W hile in the act o f lo ading the gu n, 
the weapo n was discharged, and the 
bu llet stru ck a freight car abo u t two 
fo et behind Weav er and Dey . 
Bo th 
m en do dged when the sho t stru ck the 
car anti Weav er, no t kno w ing w hether 
the sho t was intentio nal o r no t, ap­ 
prehended the gang. 
He searched the cro w d and the gu n 
was fo u nd in Hay es' po ssessio n. 
The 
y o u ng man was placet! u nder arrest o n 
the charge o f 
carry ing 
co ncealed 
weapo ns, gav e bo nd and was released. ! 
In 
Po lice 
co u rt this 
afterno o n, 
Hay es plead gu ilty and was fined $5 
and co sts, am o u nting to $15.55 w hich 
he paid. 


Abo u t three o ’clo ck y esterday a fte r­ 
no o n, engine No . 4f>0 o n the Big Fo u r, 
which was hau ling a freight ru nning 
ex tra fro m 
Greensbu rg to Wabash, 
dashed into the rear o f ano ther ex tra, 
which was standing 011 the m ain track, 
ju st so u th o f this city . 
The rear o f the train ex tended abo u t 
th irty y ards so u th o f the new Big 
F o u r bridge u po n which the train was 
standing. 
The engineer o n engine No . 46 0 saw 
the flagman at the rear o f the o ther 
bu t was u nable to sto p his engine in 
tim e to av ert the co llisio n. 
Bo th fire­ 
man and engineer after rev ersing the 
engine ju m ped and escaped u nhu rt. 
E ngine No . 46 0 which is o ne o f the 
largest engines o n this div isio n o f the 
Big F o u r was 
derailed and pretty 
badly 
damaged. 
The 
fro nt 
tru cks were tw isted, the pilo t was 
smashed into kindling wo o d and the 
fro nt o f the engine 
was o therwise 
bro ken and twisted. 
The cabo o se attached to the rear o f 
the o ther train was derailed, being 
sho v ed o nto the car, so that it sto o d 
o n end. 
It was so badly damaged that 
it was thro w n to o ne side o f the track 
and bu rned. 
The rest o f the cars o n 
each train were badly jam m ed to ­ 
gether, so me o f them being damaged, 
bu t rem ained o n the track. 
The w recking crew fro m Greensbu rg 
so o n arriv ed o n the scene and the rear 
o f the train hau led by engine No . 46 0 
was pu lled back to M ilro y where it 
was placed o n the siding where it re ­ 
m ained o v er night. 
The w recking crew had the wreck 
all cleared aw ay by ten o ’clo ck last 
nigh t so that traffic co u ld be resu med. 
The 
so u th-bo u nd 
passenger train 
w hich arriv ed here a t 3:24 was de­ 
lay ed a t this po int by the wreck u n til 
9 :45 last night. 
The no rth-bo u nd passenger du e here 
at 4 :46 p. m. was also delay ed u n til 
th a t time. Two o r three freight trains 
were co mpelled to rem ain here u n til 
the track was cleared. 
The crippled engine was so badly 
smashed th at it was impo ssible fo r it 
to hau l its train and it was placed o n a 
sliding here w here it rem ained o v er 
night leav ing this m o rning fo r the re ­ 
pair sho ps. 
Sev eral peo ple who were o n the pas­ 
senger trains rem ained in this city 
o v er n ig ht and co ntinu ed to their 
destinatio ns to day w hile tho se who 
patiently aw aited the clearing o f the 
wreck spent their 
tim e in play ing 
cards, cracking jo kes, and indu lging 
in o ther pastimes. 


Fell a nd Bro ke His Ja w. 


Late Mo nday afterno o n, while w o rk­ 
ing o n the ro o f o f a ho u se belo nging 
to him at K nightsto w n, M. S. Reddick, 
an atto rney o f th at city ,slipped and fell

St. Petersbu rg, April 20.—Vicero y 
Alex ieff has applied by telegraph to 
the o m rero r to be reliev ed o f big 
dq - 
sitlo n o f v icero y in the far East. 
It ia 
ex pected that the requ est will be im­ 
mediately granted. 
The immediate cau se o f the v ice­ 
ro y ’s applicatio n is repo rted to be the 
appo intm ent o f Vice Admiral Skry d- 
lo ff, o ne o f Admiral Alex iefc’s stro ng­ 
est enemies and sharpest critics, as 
su ccesso r to the late Vice Admiral 
Makaro ff in co mmand o f the Ru ssian 
nav y in the far East. 
The reliev ing 
fro m co mmand o f Vicero y 
Alex ieff 
wo u ld no t su rprise intelligent o bserv ­ 
ers o f the far Eastern situ atio n who 
are familiar with the gradu al change 
in the empero r's attitu de to ward the 
v icero y and M. Bsio brazo ff, who rep­ 
resented the militant o r adv anced ele­ 
ment which was anx io u s that Ru ssia 
sho u ld remain in Manchu ria. 
It was 
thro u gh these o fficial adv isers that the 
empero r co ndu cted nego tiatio ns with 
Japan, and it is claimed that they mis­ 
ju dged the tem per and pu rpo se o f the 
Japanese and left the empero r in ig­ 
no rance o f the preparatio ns fo r war 
which Japan was making and the ris­ 
ing war spirit o f that empire. 
The 
enemies o f Alex ieff hav e persistently 
asserted that as the man o n the spo t 
he sho u ld hav e kept the empero r in­ 
fo rmed co ncerning these v ital po ints. 
On the ev e o f the war Alex ieff appar­ 
ently still had the co nfidence o f the 
czar, bu t the lack o f preparedness o f 
the Po rt Arthu r fleet called the atten­ 
tio n o f the empero r to the slackness 
o f the nav al adm inistratio n in the far 
East. 
The anti-Alex ieff party In St. 
Petersbu rg 
held 
that 
Vice Admiral 
Stark, who was the v icero y ’s repre­ 
sentativ e, was respo nsible u nder him 
fo r the first rev erse at Po rt Arthu r. 
The empero r then appo inted Vice Ad­ 
miral Makaro ff to co mmand the fleet 
in su ccessio n to Admiral Stark. 
The 
empero r selected Makaro ff and at the 
same time 
issu ed 
a 
special 
u kase 
making him abso lu tely independent. 
This was the first blo w pu blicly giv en 
to Alex ieff. 
The seco nd was the &p 
po int m eat o f General Ku ro patkin as 
co mmander-in-chief o f the army in 
Manchu ria. 
Ku ro patkin 
sided 
with 
Co u nt Lamsdo rff, the fo reign minister, 
and M. W itte against the po licy o f 
Manchu rian 
annex atio n 
and 
stated 
to the 
Chinese 
minister to Ru ssia, 
Mr Ho o Wei Teh, that the who le tro u ­ 
ble o riginated 
with 
Alex ieff. 
That 
ther« might be no do u bt o f Ku ro pat- 
kin’s ex act Ju risdictio n, the empero r 
issu ed ano ther u kase defining it and 
gav e the fo rmer minister o f war co m­ 
plete co ntro l o f military o peratio ns in 
the far East. 
Officials in St. P eters­ 
bu rg say it mu st then hav e been ev i­ 
dent to Alex ieff that his star had 
waned. 
He had neither the arm y no r 
the nav y u nder his co ntro l, being 
charged merely with the civ il adm in­ 
istratio n, bu t in time o f war there is 
no civ il administratio n, o r v ery little. 
At first the v icero y receiv ed the o ffi­ 
cial dispatches fro m Makaro ff and Ku ­ 
ro patkin, bu t ev en this last shred o f 
his dignity was remo v ed when the two 
co mmanders 
co mmu nicated 
directly 
with the empero r. 
W hen the Petro pav lo v sk was su nk 
Alex ieff started fro m Mu kden fo r Po rt 
Arthu r, telegraphing to the empero r o n 
his arriv al there that he had ho isted 
his flag o n the battleship Sev asto po l 
and wo u ld direct the o peratio ns o f the 
fleet u ntil a new co mmander was sent 
o u t. 
It is said that no answer to this 
was sent by the empero r. 
Witho u t 
co nsu lting Alex io trs wishes and with­ 
o u t co nsidering Vice Admiral Do u bas- 
•o ff, who m he bad o riginally reco m­ 
mended, the empero r telegraphed Vice 
Admiral Skry dlo ff to pro ceed to Po rt 
A rthu r v ia St. Petersbu rg and assu m e 
co mmand o f the fleet. 
It is said that 
no t ev en this fact was o fficially co m­ 
mu nicated to Alex ieff, and he was al­ 
lo wed to learn o f it thro u gh the press 
dispatches. 
Alex ieff co nsidered the 
m atter fo r thrfee day s, at the end o f 
which ne is said to hav e reached a

to pu sh ahead and take the Initiativ e, 
instead o f letting the enemy keep u s 
In a state o f u nrest. 
It Is essential 
to keep him in a state o f u nrest. 
It is 
necessary to inv ite a co mbat and take 
chances. 
Any co mbatant who 
a wa its 
his enemy is practically at his enemy ’s 
mercy .

Pe nns y lv a nia Mining Town In Ha nds 


of Arme d Me n. 
Somerset, Pa., April 20—An out­ 
break even more disastrous than the 
riot at Boswell last January has been 
hourly expected at the town of Gar­ 
rett, the scene of the mining opera­ 
tions of the Garrett Coal company, 
the Somerset Coal company and other 
lesser operations. 
Trouble has been 
brewing there ever since the inaugura­ 
tion of the miners’ strike five months 
ago. 
A number of the striking miners 
at Garrett own homes there, but re­ 
cently 
the 
Garrett 
Coal 
company 
erected a number of houses, and the 
bringing of new men to occupy these 
houses and take the places of the 
workers in the mines has worked the 
latter up to a high state of excitement 
and resentment, and for the last few 
day s the town has been a veritable 
mine of indignation. 
The strikers 
have been parading the streets openly 
armed, and they have prevented the 
moving of the household goods of in­ 
coming miners from the railroad sta­ 
tion to the new company houses. 
A horror that may or may not be 
connected with the strike situation at 
Garrett, was the burning to death of 
two women and four children in their 
home at that place. The origin of the 
fire is unknown, but rumor connects it 
with the troubles growing out of the 
miners’ strike. 
The strikers lay the 
origin of the fire to a number of Ital­ 
ia ns who are working for the Garrett 
Coal company, but what motive the 
foreigners could have for such a crime 
has not developed. 
Strikers armed 
with Winchester rifles paraded the 
•treets y esterday . They say this dem­ 
onstration is to prevent the Italians 
from leaving the community before 
the coroner’s Inquiry has been com­ 
pleted. 


Ope ra tors Re fus e Confe re nc e . 
Denver. Col., April 20.—President 
John Mitchell of the United Mine 
Workers of America, who is attending 
the quarterly meeting of the executive 
council of the American Federation of 
Labor, denied the report that any ne­ 
gotiations are in progress in reference 
to settlement of the Southern Colorado 
coal miners’ strike. The strikers have 
been at all times willing to confer 
with the operators, but the coal com­ 
panies still refuse to meet any repre­ 
sentatives of the unions.

Stant, seventeen y ears old, a well- 
known youth of this city, is dead as 
the result of a gunshot wound acci­ 
dentally inflicted by Carl Fisher, a 
companion of the same age.

Toronto's Whole s a le Dis tric t De v a s ta te 


e d by Fla me s . 
Toronto, Ont., April 20.—Fire 
s we pt 
through a section of Toronto's whole­ 
sale business district last night, caus­ 
ing a loss which will reach fully ten 
million dollars. 
The fire started in a 
factory in Wellington street about 9 
o'clock. 
In less than an hour the 
flames had spread to buildings on both 
sides of the street until the whole 
block was a mass of flames and the 
fire utterly beyond control of the local 
department. 
Appeals were sent to 
every surrounding city where fire ap­ 
paratus could be obtained, asking for 
assistance. 
It was believed at 11 
o'clock that the fire was under control, 
but a sudden shift in the wind again 
fanned the flames into a roar and 
clouds of sparks and burning brands 
were carried down side streets until 
three entire blocks were doomed.

Of Senator Bev­ 
eridg e’s 
effort on 
this 
occasion 
a 
W ashing ton correspondent says: 
“Senator Beveridg e’s eulog y on Sen­ 
ator H anna was the finest oration of 
the kind heard in the senate cham ber 
for many years. 
Senator Teller com­ 
plimented Senator Beveridg e in per­ 
son, and said that during twenty-seven 
years’ observation in the senate he 
had never known anything so well de­ 
livered. 
The junior Indiana Senator 
spoke without manuscript, in a well 
modulated voice, and in a way that 
thoroug hly impressed and thrilled his 
auditors. 
He was the recipient of 
many cong ratulations from correspon­ 
dents and men in public life.” 
Senator Beveridg e said: “Mr. Presi­ 
dent. since to all earthly work an end 
must come, our words of farewell to a 
fellow-workman should not alone be 
those of g rief that m an’s common lot 
has come to him; but of pride and joy 
that his task has been done worthily. 
Powerful men so weave themselves 
into (heir hour that, for the moment, 
it all but seems the world will stop 
when they depart. 
Yet, it does not 
stop or even pause. Undisturbed Time 
still wing s his endless and unwearied 
flig ht; and the prog ress of the race 
g oei on and up toward the lig ht realiz­ 
ing at every step, more and more of 
the true, the beautiful and the g ood. 
“So it is not im portant that any of 
us should long rem ain; the Master 
Builder lacks not craftsm en to take 
our place. 
But it is important to the 
utterm ost that while we are here, we 
should do our duty to the full perfec­ 
tion of our powers, fearlessly and 
faithfully, with clean hands, and hearts 
ever full of kindness, forbearance and 
charity. 
“These are the outline thoug hts that 
the absence of out friend compels. 
W ith his whole streng th he did his 
work from boyhood to the place of 
rest. 
He was no m iser of his life—he 
poured it into discharg e of duty, keep­ 
ing with nature no account of heart 
beats. 
A Doer of Real Things. 
“The thing s he did were real thing s. 
He was the very spirit of the practical, 
Yet the practical did not kill or even 
impair the human in him. 
He never 
lost the g ift of lovableness. 
His sense 
of human touch and fellowship was 
not dulled, but made more delicate by 
time and the world. 
The years made 
him wiser, but they made him mel­ 
lower, too. 
“And so he won the people’s affec­ 
tion as well as their applause. 
And 
affection is worth more than applause. 
There is no g reater g lory than this— 
to make a nation your friend. Senator 
H anna did that. 
For, when the ang el 
of peace, which men call Death, took 
our brother to his well-earned rest, the 
people knew that a friend had left 
them. 
And the peopie were sad that 
he h*d g one away. 
“This human quality in him made pll 
he did a living thing , all he said a 
living word. 
He was the man of 
affairs in statesm anship; yet his per­ 
sonality g ave to propositions of mere 
national business something of the 
warm th and vitality of principles. 
He 
was the personification of our commer­ 
cial ag e—the ag e of building , planting , 
reaping ; of ships on ocean and on land 
steel hig hways and the rolling wheels 
of trade; of that movement of the 
tim es which knits tog ether with some­ 
thing more than verbal ties all the 
children of men, weaves tang ible civi­ 
lization around the g lobe and will, in 
time, make of all peoples neig hbors, 
brothers, friends. 
“Thus he was, unwitting ly, no doubt, 
one of the ag ents of God's g reat pur­ 
pose of the unification of the race. 
We are all such ag ents, small or g reat. 
If this is not so— if we are not, ig no­ 
rantly perhaps and blindly but still 
surely , spinning our lives into the Mas­ 


ter’s design, whose pattern He alone 
can comprehend—if we and all things 
are not working together for good—if 
life is but a breath ex haled and then 
forever lost, our work means less and 
is worth less than that of coral insects, 
which, from the depths, build ever 
toward the light until islands stand 
above the waves, permanent monu­ 
ments of an intelligent architecture. 
W hat His Conservatism Meant. 
“ Work with real things—real earth, 
real ocean, real mountains, real men— 
made him conservative. 
And his con 
servatism was real. 
Much that is ac­ 
cepted as conservatism is spurious, 
mere 
make-believe. 
Conservatism 
does not mean doubt or indecision. 
It does not mean wise looks, masking 
vacuity nor pompous phrase, as mean­ 
ingless as it is solemn. 
Conservatism 
means clear common 
sense, which 
equally rejects the fanaticism of prece­ 
dent and the fanaticism of change. 
It 
would not have midnight last Juat be­ 
cause u ex ists; and y et it knows that 
dawn comes not In a flash, but grad­ 
ually —comes with a grand and beau­ 
tiful moderation. 
So the conservative 
is the real statesman. 
He brings 
things to pass in a way that la sts and 
does good. 
Senator Hanna was a con­ 
servative. 
“W orking with real thing s among 
real men also kept fresh his faith and 
hope. No sailor of the seas, no delver 
in the earth, no builder of rooftrees 
can be a pessimist. 
He who plants 
doubt3 not our common m other’s g en­ 
erosity, or fails to see in the brown 
furrow the certainty of coming har­ 
vests. 
He who sinks a well and wit­ 
nesses tne waters rise understands 
th at the eternal fountains will never 
cease to flow. 
Only the man whose 
hands never touch the realities of life 
despairs of human prog ress or doubts 
the providence of God. 
The fable of 
Anteus is literal truth for body, mind 
and soul. 
And so Senator Hanna, 
dealing with living men and the actu­ 
alities of existence, had all the virile 
hope of youth, all the unquestioning 
faith of prophecy. These are the qual­ 
ities of the effective leadership of men. 
His Influence Lives. 
“He is g one from us—g one before 
us. 
Streng th and frailty, kindness and 
wrath, wisdom and folly, laug hter and 
frown, all the elements of life and his 
living of it have ceased their visible 
play and action. 
‘W here,’ said de­ 
spairing Vfllon, ‘where are the snows 
of yesteryear?’ 
Vanished, he would 
have us believe. 
Yes, but vanished 
only in form. 
‘The snows of yester­ 
year’ are in the stream , in cloud and 
rain, in sap of tree and bloom of flow­ 
er, in heart and brain of talent and of 
beauty. 
Nothing is iost even here on 
our ancient and kindly earth. 
So the 
energ ies of our friend, and those of 
all men, have touched into activity 
forces that, influencing still others, 
will move on forever. 
“As to the other life, we know not 
fully what it 
is; but that it is, we 
know. 
Knowing this, we who are left 
behind g o on about our daily tasks, as­ 
sured that in another and truer exist­ 
ence our friend is now established, 
weakness cast aside as a cloak when 
winter has passed, vision clear as 
when at dawn we wake from dreams, 
heart happy as when, the victory won. 
we cease from effort and from care. 
For him the nig ht is done, and it 
is 
written that joy cometh in the morn­ 
ing .’ ”

Indianapolis, April 20.—An early de­ 
cision is ex pected in the cases before 
the supreme court to test the constitu­ 
tionality of the leg islative reapportion­ 
ment act of 1903. 
It has developed 
since the oral arg um ent yesterday that 
among the Republican leaders there 
is 
a feeling that after all the constitution­ 
ality of the act may be established. 
Addison C. Harris and Attorney Gen­ 
eral Charles W. Miller advanced 
a new 
idea: 
That is that if the present act 
should 
be declared unconstitutional 
and if the act of 18 97 should be revert­ 
ed to that a g reater hardship would be 
worked on many counties than under 
the one the Democrats are trying to 
have declared void. H arris and Miller 
took the position and g ave fig ures to 
support their claims, that the g rowth 
of population since the act of 18 97 has 
been so disproportionate that more 
counties will be unfairly treated than 
under the new act. In this county, for 
instance, there would be nearly 15 ,000 
people deprived of representation if 
the old act should be revived. 
W ith­ 
out iflaking much attem pt to justify 
the act of 1903, the attorneys for the 
Republican side are holding that it 
would be worse tnan jumping from the 
frying -pan into the fire to g o back to 
the old act. 
The Democratic attor­ 
neys easily produced fig ures showing 
by comparison how poorly construct­ 
ed the act was and how unfair it is to 
many districts. A majority of the par­ 
ty leaders believe the act will be set 
aside, but there is a well-g rounded feel­ 
ing that between the two acts It will 
be hard to say which is the g reater 
evil.

made an assig nm ent for the benefit of 
their creditors, and named W. A. Rine­ 
hart assig nee.

land, the bank building , valued at $25 ,- 
000, and other small parcels of land 
were conveyed in the trust deed to the 
assig nee. 
A. McCoy, president, stated that if 
the creditors would use Judg ment in 
not forcing the sale of the land at a 
sacrifice there would be plenty of 
available funds to pay every dollar of 
indebtedness and leave a g ood marg in 
for owners of the bank. 
There seems 
to be some dissatisfaction on the part 
of the creditors, but a larg e majority

Coys a reasonable opportunity to set­ 
tle. 
There is no disposition on the 
part of depositors of other banks to 
sta~t a run, and it can be truthfully 
said there is no panicky feeling w hat­ 
ever. 
The authority for this state­ 
ment comes from officers of other 
banks.
